Like many other cases, the broker thinks
he recognizes a cosual customer In the ap-
parenl stranger and the lean i forthcom-
Ing. The ups and downs of Wall street life
make It necessary for everyone to he kindly
diuposed to the man who bs temporarily out
at elbows. The borrowsr may be the lender
In & few weeks' time. But when the same
broker is approached a second tima with
the samo tale of hard luck It begins to look
ke “Queer street,” and of all people In the
world the Wall street broker ia the most
resentin] when victimized,

At the same tlme the broker must be
catitious in his dealings with the strangor
who accosta and claims acquaintance with
him on the street. There are many varie-
tles of speculntors, and some of those who
drift in from the country districts wearing
clothes that would make a hit on the va-
rloty stage are too good customers to lose,
A certaln member of a blg Wall street irm
had an unpleasant experience In this lipe
recently. As he was golng to the exchange
an elderly man In shabby clothes addrossed
him timidly:

“Aln't you Mr. So-and-So1"

“Yes, I am; but I'm in a great hurry.”

"I just wanted to ask you ef you

Miss Mary Meyer Is In reality acting
secretary, assistant treasurer, right bower
to the president, the encyclopedia of rules, |
regulations, laws relating to conventions, |
caucuses, candidates, nominations, elec-
tlons, repository of the secrets of tha
leaders and of the machine, and must from
almost any point of view be considered as
part of the machine itself.

“Mary,” as she {8 generally known, and
her abbreviated title 1s given her with no
slight, but as an indication that she s re-
garded as one of them, knows every demo-
cratic politician in Boston,

She knows them by . acquaintance; she!
knows thelr political ‘nclinations, their|
strength, their abllities and their relia-
bility,

She can tell to a dot the voting atrength
of every faction in the city and the pros-
pecis of that strength being lessened or in-
creased,

She can neparate the wheat from the
chaff, the big fry from the small fry. She |
knows who are the ‘‘real things'" and who
are the heelers. Bhe knows whether a
leader In in touch with & machine; whether
he should be recelved with a happy, wel-

She enjoys the excltement and has a real
love for politics In every detall.

She has the reputation of belng a ''good
fellow'” and many a hard luck tale is daily
poured Into her ears by those who are in
need, and Miss Meyer generally responds.

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OUR MULES INTHE BOER WAR

How the Uaited States Has Contributed 1o
Awist Great Britain

——

ANIMALS TO CARRY ON THE CAMPAIGN

Shipmenta Made with Hegularity
from New Orleans to South
African Porta Under

Girent DiMicaltien,

By a stroke of the pes declaring live
stock contraband of war this country could
bava added, at a moderats estimate, a year
o the war in Bouth Africa, Wo have
mounted and remounted the Hritish cav-
alry, supplled and resupplled the muscle
to move their artillery and furnished and
refurnished them with pack trains, Texas
has been drained of mules and Kansas,
Wyoming, Missourl and the other stock
ralsing states of the west have been so
nearly depleted that the $40 animals of
1600 bring $90 today. More than hall &as
many mules and horses as men have gomna
to the English army. One hundred and
one thousand have heen shipped from this
country nlone. And still & traneport a week
with & thousand or more head leaves New
Orienns,

This is by far the largest sxportation
of live stock for military purposes the
world has ever known It has turped
not only the great commerclal eye of all
natlonn toward this country, but also at-
tracted general diplomnatic notice. Along
with the glgantie purchases of live stock
milllons of dollars have been spent n
fodder und lumber, In equipping large
stockyards, hiring an army of laborers,
velerinary surgeons, carpenters and  ma-

chinists and o maintalning an  ofMclal
staff here.

General Samuel Pearson of the Boer
army hus been (o this country since No-
vember lust working diligently to put au
end to this mule supply, The Eugllsh
drove him here themselves. They ¢ut off
a small party of which he was in com-

mand from the rest of Dewet's forces and
drove them across the Mortuguese border,
the band scattering and reachiog neutral
ground by individual fllght. The general
camp hete to conduct & legal dampaign
aguinst his enemies. His sult in the fed.
eral court ut New Orleans 1o stop the ship-
ments, Judge Parlange declided, was not a

mutter the court could pass upon; It was
for the cabinet to decide. General FPear-
son was unsuccessful in hig efforts at

Washington, but he ls =till nt work and is
about to reopen the case at New Orleans
on new grounds,

Hegan Hoying Early,

Two months before the hostilitles began
England had oMcers In Austria, Portugal,
Canada asd the United States purchusing
aulmale,  All these statlons were opened
that no delay should be suffered, but the
cost being from 50 to 100 per cent higher
In the other countries and the quality much
inferiop, they were soon nbandoned and
entire rellunce placed upon “the states”

The first shipment salled from Southport
(just above New Orleans) October 10, 1808,
a month before war was deciared. The
Prah carrled out that day 671 mules—a
smull load, Subsequent shipments all roo
higher, the Clty of Mancheater, which salled
on the 21st of the following month, carry-
ing the largest cargo ol stock that ever
salled—2,080 mules and horses. Mules
formed by far the largest part of all the
shipments.

Hegular cattle ships could not be se-
cured, The growing llve stoek industry
could not spare one, But the prices of-
fered were sufMclent to make the owners
of a number of eotton carriers, then awalt-
ing cargoes of the south’'s kiog staple at
its king port, turn them into equine trans-
ports. These ships are bullt almost air-
tight, so that when a fire occurs they can
run for days before it becomes master.
Shoets of their steel sides were bhacked
out above the water line for ventllation,
and great canvas windsalls reaching half
as high as the masts were Installed to
convey fresh alr through tubes to the lower
compartments. The nail, chisel and saw
had mo more regard for the carved cabin
woodwark than they had for the rough pine
of which the stalls were bullt from wheel
to keel.

The alr sheets face forward and the
vessels are required to be under way to
force the draft. 8o the animals are loaded
hurriedly (It generally requires about
twelve hours) and the boat gotten off im-
mediately upon the last animal crossing
the gangplank.

Losnes Are leavy.

In rough weather the waves often roll in
through the holes in the sides and douse
the animals, but that Is a blessing, for in
long trips across the torrid zone the heat
down in the hold becomes awful. The ani-
mals are packed clogely side by side. There
{s "standing room only.” A loas of 1U per
cent on some trips In the summer is comn-

sidered small. There In & veterinary
surgeon aboard each boat and from
76 to 100 muleteers. The Ilatter, after
feeding and watering the stock and

cleaning the stalls each day, have to glve a
bavd dosing the slek, binding the brulsed
sufferers from the ship's rolling, and sling=
Ing up those too weak to atand longer.
There |s another task—that of holsting over
the dead. The transports seéem to be
known among, and spotted by, the great
fishes. Porpolses. sharks and the llke fol-
low them for days, for they are sure of at
least three good meals of mule per diem.

The swiftent vesaels of the fleet make the
distance to Capetown In twenty-elght daya.
By this time many of the poor creatures,
from standing still so long, with not room
to turn around, are too stiff to move and
have to be lifted out of the stalls, They
soon recover—those not too far gome—and
when they reallze that they are again on
terra firma they jump and buck with Joy
beyond control, But It & slmply glving
them another taste of life bhefore the
slaughter, for fever, insects and bullets
make short work of them.

Oceaslonally storms are encountered that
toss the ships about so that many of the
beasts are malmed and crippled beyond re-
covery or killed outright. The Corinthia
encountered a gale that blew It upon a
reef off Haytl In January, 1000, After five
days' work In attempting to float the vessel
it was given up. More than a thousand
mules were taken up on deck and after
thelr poses had been polnted toward land,
80 that they might see and scoent it, they
were lowered overboard, Four hundred
swam the distance. The others wera aither
unequal to the effort after being pepned up
s0 long er spent thelr strengith In valn
efforts to get aboard the ship and the tug
bogts about It

Retalln of the Work.

Of late the percentage of loss among the
animals has been growing less. At first any
mule from thirteen to fourteen hands high
or horse from fourteen te sixteen, sound
of llmb and In good condition, after threoe
days' rest to recover from the rallroad
journey to New Orleans, was loaded for
Capetown. Now only an animal with a tried
constitution Is sent. The whole workings of
the department are gow complete. In Kan-
sas Clty, Bt, Louls, Dallas and Houaton
corrals for collectlon are maintained. To
these recrulting stations candldates are
brought. Any that pass, he they one or
fitty, are retalned untll the number has
grown large énough to warrant the charters
ing of a traln. Then they are shipped to
New Orleans, where stablea that will ace
commodate nearly 7,000 are operated. Hers
they are assorted and goiten lato condition
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for shipment. The first assortment Is the
sick and brulsed from the well, The tormer

are sont to the hospital department. Theyr
Are exercised dnily and fed up
for the Jjourney Each  animal s
vaccinated Then they are T

sorted for ftness for Lthe various servioes,
Each |s numbered on the hoof and marked
with & broad arrow il for the heavy artil-
lery, a small artow for the light and &
double cross for the cavalry. Those slmply
numbered go Into patk trains or are as-
signed to some other routine work.

HMaven for Hohos,

With the muleteers the qualifications
have grown less rigid. At first at the offer
of free transportation the officers could
plek their men. All the diecharged Spanish
war soldlers who appllod were chosen, But
particular care was taken that they should
not ket near a Boer recruiting statlon
Finally when the Bouth African enthusiansm
began to wame the price had to be ralsed;
return traneportation was added. Later
return transportation and §16. Put New
Orleans was drained, Now hobos aod
tramps are enllated from any old place.
They got free transportation on the tops
of the stock trains from &s far away As
Chicage and the Britishers are acratching
harder for them than they are for mules
It is interesting and pathetic to see (he
aplmals shipped and It I8 amusing and
ludlorous (o see the motley conglomeration
of vagahouds Bealdes what covers his
hide a red handkerchief slung over bis
shoulder gmencrally containe the entire
worldly outfit of the Americo-British mule-
teer of today. BEach goes wiith the inten-
tion of letilng the light strike him only
at meal times and lylng in the hay under
the shadow of the mule he rest of the
day. Buach thioks he Is “slick” enough to
evade the “‘cockney’” Boss and lias the ldea
that his destipetion s & land of free gold
and diamonds. Each meets o sudden and
sore awakening when once aboard ship.

THE OKRA OR GUMBO,

A Bouthern Vegetable Favorite Little
Kmuown in the North.

This {s & vegetable par excellence in the
hands of a good southern cook.

This vegetable, so distinctively a south-
ern favorite, Is uot so well known to north-
orn cooks except in large citles.

The seed pod is the edible part of this
plant and is wholesome and nutritious.
There are two varieties grown for the mar-
ket; of these the best is the short, thick,
green pod, which will remain tender longer
than the long, slender pod, which ia pale
green and wiry.

The llking for okra I8 ap acquired taste
with many, and those whe are first intro-
duced to It In the south may not llke It
The creole method of cooking Is to stew
it In as little water as possible and until it |
in a sort of mucilage. If plenly of salted
water be used and the cooking not pro-
longed after the okra I8 tender this pe-
cullarity is avolded. Of course the pods
must be very voung and tender or they
cannot be cooked in so short a time,

Many do not knnw that the deliclous fla-
vor of the famous Georgla Brunswick stew
Is due greatly to the presence of okra well
cooked In the compound,

Tomatoes and rice seem to be the proper
accompaniments for this vegetable and corn
Is very frequently used,

Simmer gently for half an hour. Just be-
fore serving add a tablespoonful of gumbo
fillet powder; let It boll up once and serve
with bolled rice. The rice may be heaped
In the center of the diah.

Okra Sauted, Creole BStyle—Wash, trim
and cul Into elices a quart of young, tender |
okra; place in a granite saucepan two table-
spoonfuls of butter, a medium-sized onlon,
& medium-sized green pepper, both minced
fine, stir over the fire untll & golden brown,
then add three large tomatoes peeled and
cut into pleces, three tablespoonfuls of
fpaniah or some hot pepper sauce and salt
to taste, and the okra. Cover the saucepan
and simmer gently for half an bhour.

Dried Okra, |

Thix may be obtained In the market when
the fresh Is out of season. It s sliced In |
rings and evaporated like apples. The very |
small tender pods may be canned whole. |

When dried It must soak In water for an
hour before cooking and then bolled in
salted water until tender, which will re-
quire about twenty minutes,

Okra wiay be dried ot home with very lt-
tle trouble. Cut the pods in ringe, string
thess on cords and hang them where they
will dry quickly

Stewed Okra—Take young and tender
pods, cut off each end and wash them
theroughly, boll them in salted water until
tender (about three-quarters of an hour),
then dralo off the water, season with salt,
pepper and butter and serve in a covered
vegetable dish.
